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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  campus  of  Centenary  College  includes  forty  acres  of  wooded  land 
on  the  eastern  border  of  the  City  of  Shreveport.  A  thick  growth  of  a  great 
variety  of  trees  has  been  left  practically  intact.  It  is  a  spot  of  rare  natural 
beauty.  Stately  pines,  graceful  elms  and  groves  of  oaks  are  the  background 
of  the  red  brick  walls  of  the  College  Buildings.  Here  is  a  place  which 
nature  and  man  have  combined  to  make  effective  for  the  study  and  pleasure 
of  summer  students. 

The  City  of  Shreveport  in  which  the  College  is  located  is  a  city  of 
great  business,  imposing  public  buildings,  attractive  shops,  elegant  hotels, 
spacious  avenues,  palatial  homes  and  venerable  churches.  The  college 
grounds  are  fifteen  minutes  from  the  heart  of  the  city,  and  only  a  few 
minutes'  walk  on  a  model  road  to  Old  River,  a  picturesque  winding  stream,, 
ideal  for  picnics,  boating  and  swimming. 

The  College  and  city  have  been  mutually  helpful  through  the  years, 
and  each  is  proud  of  the  other.  Centenary  students  are  given  a  warm  wel- 
come into  the  city  in  both  regular  and  summer  session. 

RELATION  TO  THE  COLLEGE 

The  Summer  Session  is  a  regular  part  of  the  program  of  the  College. 
The  standards  of  scholarship  are  fully  as  high  as  those  of  the  regular  terms. 
Although  most  of  the  courses  offered  in  the  Summer  Session  repeat  the 
work  offered  in  the  regular  session,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  a  number  of  special 
courses  and  attractions  are  reserved  for  the  Summer  Session  only — a  policy 
which  enables  a  department  to  add  variety  to  its  program  without  unduly 
scattering  its  interests.  The  majority  of  the  instructing  staff  of  the  Summer 
Session  are  members  of  the  regular  instructing  staff  of  the  College. 

The  Summer  courses  are  generally  equivalent  to  those  offered  during 
the  regular  session.  Credit  obtained  is  fully  recognized  toward  the  degrees 
which  the  College  confers. 

THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  COURSES 

The  Summer  Session  continues  the  operation  of  the  College  during  the 
summer.  Courses  of  instruction  leading  to  degrees  are  offered  in  all  de- 
partments. 

The  Summer  School  aims  to  provide  full  opportunity  for  teachers 
of  the  grades,  as  well  as  the  high  school,  to  continue  their  education  in 
professional  and  general  subjects.  The  College  recognizes  that  many  teach- 
ers are  not  able  to  attend  the  regular  session,  hence  it  provides  an  attrac- 
tive program  for  teachers. 

The  Summer  School  also  meets  the  demands  of  an  increasing  number 
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of  regular  students  who  desire  to  spend  a  part  of  their  vacation  in  study, 
and  thereby  decrease  the  number  of  years  leading  to  graduation. 

GOVERNMENT 

The  rules  and  regulations  published  in  the  general  catalogue  governing 
discipline,  degree  requirements  and  orderly  conduct  of  the  College  affairs 
apply  to  the  Summer  Session,  as  well  as  to  the  long  session. 

EQUIPMENT 

During  the  Summer  Session  all  the  equipment  of  the  College  is  avail- 
able for  students.  The  library,  in  charge  of  a  regular  librarian,  is  operated 
throughout  the  Summer  Session.  The  well-equipped,  biological,  chemical 
and  physical  laboratories  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  Summer  Session  students. 

The  College  Buildings  give  abundant  room  for  conducting  the  work  of 
the  Summer  Session.    All  the  buildings  are  well  lighted  and  well  ventilated. 

GENERAL  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Length  of  Session  :  The  session  will  be  nine  weeks  long,  extending 
from  June  16  to  August  16. 

Late  Registration  :  No  registration  for  credit  is  permitted  in  the  Sum- 
mer Session  after  the  first  week. 

Books:  Books  may  be  purchased  from  the  College  Bookstore.  Other 
school  supplies  may  also  be  had  from  this  source. 

RECREATION  AND  ENTERTAINMENT 

SPECIAL  LECTURES 

Evening  Lectures:  The  Committee  on  Public  Lectures  and  Entertain- 
ments has  arranged  programs  for  each  week  of  the  session.  These  programs 
will  consist  of  lectures  by  distinguished  men  brought  from  a  distance,  and 
by  members  of  the  Summer  Session  Faculty.  There  will  be  singing  and 
other  forms  of  musical  entertainment,  as  well  as  social  and  patriotic 
meetings. 

The  entire  series  of  lectures  and  entertainments  is  planned  for  educa- 
tional values,  but  the  recreative  and  entertainment  features  will  be  given 
due  prominence.  The  entire  program  will  be  free  to  Summer  Session 
Students. 

ATHLETICS 

Athletics  for  Men:  An  athletic  field,  basket  ball,  volley  ball  court 
and  tennis  courts  will  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  students;  lockers  and  bath- 
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ing  privileges  in  the  Club  House  will  be  available.  An  hour's  brisk  ex- 
ercise followed  by  a  shower  must  be  experienced  to  be  appreciated,  and 
Summer  Session  students  will  be  offered  the  full  advantage  of  this  pleasure. 

Athletics  for  Women:  Certain  tennis  courts  will  be  assigned  to 
women  students  in  the  Summer  Session,  in  addition  to  a  regular  program 
of  physical  training. 

EVENING  PLAY  HOUR 

On  an  evening  to  be  designated  later,  all  the  students  who  wish  to  take 
part  in  playing  some  of  the  old  time  games  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
do  so.  These  games  will  be  under  the  leadership  of  competent  instructors. 
It  is  hoped  to  stimulate  among  the  teachers  of  the  state  a  new  interest  in 
these  healthy  forms  of  sport. 

RECREATION  IN  AND  ABOUT  SHREVEPORT 

In  and  about  Shreveport  are  to  be  found  a  number  of  recreational  cen- 
ters. Theatres,  parks,  bathing  places  and  churches  provide  the  Summer 
Student  an  opportunity  of  this  nature.  Students  interested  may  also  ar- 
range to  visit  the  plants  of  the  major  industries  carried  on  in  the  city  and 
environs. 

The  Shreveport  Club  of  the  Texas  League  has  many  games  in  Shreve- 
port during  the  summer  season. 

EXPENSES 

Tuition  and  fees  are  payable  by  the  term  in  advance.  No  refund  is 
allowed.     No  credits  will  be  allowed  until  bills  are  paid.

There  are  no  scholarships  offered  during  the  Summer  Session.  Tuition 
is  payable  in  advance.     Board  is  payable  by  the  month  in  advance. 

The  financial  regulations  published  in  the  regular  catalogue  apply  to 
the  Summer  Session  as  well.

DORMITORIES 

For  Men:  Three  dormitories  will  be  provided  for  men.  These  build- 
ings are  equipped  with  all  modern  conveniences. 

For  Women:  One  of  the  best  equipped  buildings  on  the  campus  will 
be  set  aside  for  women  students.  This  building  is  well  equipped  with 
every  modern  convenience  for  women. 

Reservations  for  rooms  in  these  dormitories  should  be  made  in  advance. 
All  students  should  provide  themselves  with   sheets,  pillow  cases,  tow- 
els and  bed  covers,  as  the  rooms  are  not  furnished  with  these  articles. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

The  admission  requirements  to  the  Summer  Session  are  the  same  as 
those  for  admission  to  the  regular  session. 

Fifteen  high  school  units  are  required.  Students  may  enter  on  four- 
teen units,  but  must  make  up  the  conditioned  unit  during  the  first  summer. 

Admission  by  Certificate:  Students  from  approved  high  schools  will 
be  admitted  to  the  freshman  class  without  examination  on  the  presentation 
of  fifteen  units  of  work  done  in  such  high  school. 

Admission  by  Examination  :  Students  from  schools  below  the  standard 
of  the  approved  high  schools  may  be  entered  as  freshmen  in  the  College 
after  an  examination  that  shows  proficiency  in  the  subjects  required  foi 
admission. 

Admission  by  Individual  Approval:  At  the  discretion  of  the  Dean,  an 
applicant  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  be  admitted  without  examina- 
tion on  the  following  conditions:  (a)  He  must  make  written  application; 
(b)  he  must  furnish  evidence  that  he  has  substantially  covered  the  ground 
of  the  units  required  of  other  candidates  and  that  he  has  sufficient  ability 
and  seriousness  of  purpose  to  do  the  work  desired  with  profit  to  himself 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  College,  and  (c)  he  must  show  by  the  writing 
of  a  composition  that  he  has  an  adequate  command  of  English. 

Admission  to  Teachers  Holding  Certificates:  Teachers  holding  cer- 
tificates who  are  not  able  to  present  the  required  entrance  units  may  enter 
as  "unclassified"  students  and  will  be  permitted  to  take  college  subjects 
and  in  this  way  extend  their  certificates. 
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SCHOLARSHIP  REGULATIONS 

ADDING  AND  DROPPING  COURSES 

No  student  may  add  a  course  for  credit  after  the  first  week  of  the 
session. 

To  drop  a  course  without  permission,  and  persistent  absence  from  class 
amounts  to  dropping,  means  to  sever  one's  connection  with  the  College. 

A  student  who  drops  a  course  after  the  first  15  days  of  the  session  for 
any  cause  other  than  withdrawal  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Dean  given  50 
in  the  course  for  the  session. 

AMOUNT  OF  WORK  PERMITTED 

A  student  is  not  allowed  to  register  for  more  than  15  hours  of  work, 
and  unless  an  average  grade  of  75  is  maintained,  such  student  will  be  re- 
quired to  drop  to  12  hours. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  DEGREES 

The  College  offers  two  degrees:  The  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  and  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-three  term-hours  are  required  for  graduation, 
partly  specified  and  partly  elective.  Work  done  during  the  Summer  Session 
may  be  applied  on  either  degree  offered.  For  full  information  concerning 
degree  requirements  see  Catalogue,  Page  35. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Full  courses,  or  nine-hour  courses,  are  designated  by  numbers  under 
100;  three-hour  courses,  by  numbers  beginning  with  100;  six-hour  courses, 
by  numbers  beginning  with  200.  Nine-hour  courses  and  six-hour  courses 
must  be  completed  before  any  part  can  be  counted  toward  a  degree.  For 
example,  the  fall  and  spring  terms  of  English  1  can  not  be  counted  toward 
a  degree  until  the  winter  is  completed. 

The  lower-case  letters,  f,  w,  s,  following  a  course  indicate  the  term  in 
which  the  course  is  given   (fall,  winter,  spring). 

Freshman  courses  are  indicated  by  the  capital  letter  F;  advanced  courses 
by  the  capital  letter  A. 
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ANCIENT  LANGUAGES 

LATIN 

A.  F.  Beginners'  Latin. — The  class  in  this  course  will  meet  two  hours 
each  day  and  will  cover  the  lessons  in  Smith's  Elements  of  Latin.  Accurate 
drill  in  forms  will  be  emphasized.     (One  year's  work.)      No  College  credit 

B.  F.  Caesar. — This  class  will  meet  twice  each  day  and  will  cover  the 
equivalent  of  the  first  four  books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War.  Prose  composi 
tion,  sight  translation,  accuracy  of  translation  and  the  explanation  of  con 
struction  will  be  stressed.  (One  year's  work.)  Text:  Gunnison  and  Har 
ley's   Caesar.     No   College   credit. 

C.  Cicero. — The  class  in  this  course  will  meet  four  times  per  week  and 
will  read  such  portions  of  Cicero's  orations  as  the  needs  of  the  class  de- 
mand. There  will  be  sight  reading,  drill  in  forms  and  syntax  and  prose 
composition.  (One-half  year's  work.)  Text:  Gunnison  and  Harley's 
Cicero.    No  College  credit. 

202f.  Virgil  or  Ovid. — Prosody  and  the  literary  interests  of  the  story 
will  be  stressed.  There  will  be  required  readings  in  Gayley  or  Guerber's 
Myths.  Special  guidance  will  be  given  those  who  expect  to  teach  Virgil. 
Four  hours  per  week.  Three  term-hours.  Texts:  Any  good  edition  of 
Virgil.     Kelsey  and  Scudder's  Ovid. 

105.  How  to  Teach  Latin. — This  is  a  course  in  methods  for  ieachers 
of  High  School  Latin.  Drills  will  be  given  in  form  work,  syntax,  sight 
reading  and  Bibliography.  Excerpts  wll  be  taken  from  Caesar,  Cicero 
and  Virgil.  For  teachers  who  expect  to  teach  Latin  this  course  will  be  a 
very  satisfying  preparation.  Prerequisite:  At  least  four  units  of  High 
School  Latin.     The  class  meets  four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

GREEK 

1.  F.  Beginners'  Greek. — For  freshmen  entering  college  without  prep- 
aration in  Greek.  This  course  consists  of  a  drill  in  vocabulary,  forms  and 
elementary  syntax.     The  class  will  meet  twice  daily.     Nine  term-hours. 

BIBLE 

7fws.  For  those  who  want  a  full  year  in  Bible.  This  is  a  syllabus 
of  the  entire  Bible,  both  Old  Testament  and  New  Testament.  The  class 
will  meet  twice  daily,  reading  rapidly  the  assignments  covering  the  com- 
plete survey  of  the  Bible.  Special  lectures  will  be  given,  note  books  in- 
spected and  the  historic  method  and  spirit  will  be  observed.  Nine  term- 
hours. 

101.      Life   of    Christ. — This    course    will    use    the    Gospels    as    Sources

building  around  the  book  of  Mark  as  a  basis.  The  class  will  meet  four 
times  a  week.  Teachers,  Sunday  School  workers  and  all  College  men  above 
freshmen  will  find  this  course  very  informing  and  inspirational.  Three 
term-hours. 

105.  The  Hebrew  Prophets. — A  study  in  the  movement  which  has  done 
most  for  religion  and  civilization.  A  complete  survey  of  the  Old  Testament 
prophets  will  be  made.  Extensive  readings  from  the  library  and  note  book 
work  will  be  required.  The  class  meets  four  times  a  week.  Three  term- 
hours. 

BIOLOGY 

lfw.  F.  Elementary  Zoology — In  the  fall  and  winter  terms  instruction  in 
the  general  principles  and  concepts  of  zoology  is  given.  The  laboratory 
work  includes:  Observations,  dissections  and  experiments  upon  unicellular 
animals,  such  as  the  amoeba  and  paramoecium;  upon  higher  invertebrate 
types,  such  as  earthworm  and  crayfish;  upon  a  vertebrate  type,  such  as  a 
frog;  it  also  includes  a  study  of  embryology  and  cell  division.  Five  lec- 
tures and  eight  hours  laboratory  per  week.     Ten  term-hours. 

Is.  F.  Elementary  Botany. — This  course  is  the  Spring  term  of  Biol- 
ogy 1.  The  course  is  designed  to  give  the  student  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  different  groups  of  the  plant  kingdom,  the  structure  of  cells,  tissues  and 
tissue  systems  and  to  present  the  most  important  facts  concerning  ihe 
physiological  processes  of  plants.  Representative  plants  will  be  studied, 
beginning  with  the  unicellular  forms  and  then  passing  to  higher  forms  un- 
til flowering  plants  are  reached,  (a)  Algae  and  fungi;  (b)  mosses  and 
ferns;  (c)  seed  plants.  Three  lectures  and  four  laboratory  hours  per  week. 
Five  term-hours. 

202fw.  Vertebrate  Zoology. — An  introduction  to  the  study  of  the  ver- 
tebrates and  their  relatives.  This  course  is  especially  designed  for  pre- 
medical  and  other  students  who  wish  to  do  advance  work  in  zoology.  The 
laboratory  work  will  include  the  dissection  of  the  dogfish,  turtle,  pigeon, 
cat  and  other  typical  vertebrates,  and  the  preparation  and  study  of  ihe 
skeleton  of  several  animals.  Material  with  the  circulatory  systems  injected 
will  be  studied.  The  work  is  strictly  comparative;  i.e.,  each  system  of  or- 
gans is  taken  up  and  its  progressive  change  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest 
form  is  followed.  Four  lectures  and  six  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Pre- 
requisite:    Biology  1,  or  its  equivalent.     Eight  term-hours. 

CHEMISTRY 

lfw.  F.  General  Inorganic  Chemistry. — Eight  recitations  per  week. 
Fifteen  laboratory  hours  per  week.  Chemistry  Is  must  be  taken  before 
credit  is  given  for  the  above.     Ten  term-hours. 

3fw.     Organic    Chemistry. — 'Six    recitations    per    week.       Fifteen    liab- 
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oratory  hours  per  week.     (Credit  is  given  for  Chemistry  3f  and  3w  alone.) 
Eight  term-hours. 

110.  Teaching  of  Chemistry. — A  study  of  the  fundamental  problems  of 
teaching  high  school  science  with  particular  attention  given  to  high  school 
chemistry.  The  course  involves  laboratory  and  the  class  room  manage- 
ment with  practical  experience  in  each.  Text:  Science  Teaching  by  Twiss. 
Prequisite:  Physics  1,  Chemistry  1,  Chemistry  2,  or  Chemistry  3,  or  regis- 
tration therein.     Four  Recitations  per  week.     Three  term-hours. 

140.  History  of  Chemistry. — Historical  development  of  the  science  and 
a  study  of  the  life  and  work  of  the  great  men  who  have  contributed  to  this 
development.  The  earlier  periods  are  taken  up  briefly  while  the  modern 
developments  receive  more  detailed  study.  Text:  History  of  Chemistry  by 
Venable.  Also  text  by  Moore.  Prerequisite:  Two  years  of  chemistry  or 
registration  therein.     Four  recitations  per  week.     Three  term-hours. 

EXPRESSION 

The  Department  of  Expression  provides  for  private  instruction  in  expres- 
sion. Credit  is  given  to  College  students  taking  this  work  and  credit  toward 
an  Expression  certificate  is  given  for  all  work  in  this  department.  Special 
courses  for  teachers  interested  in  the  organization  and  direction  of  dra- 
matics can  be  had. 

ECONOMICS  AND  SOCIOLOGY 

lfws.  F.  This  is  an  elementary  course  in  principles  of  economics. 
Interest,  prices,  value,  wages,  supply  and  demand,  money  and  banking,  the 
distribution  of  wealth,  business  organization  and  the  trust  problem  are 
studied.  Such  trusts  as  the  Standard  Oil  Trust,  the  American  Tobacco 
Company  and  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation  are  studied  in  detail. 
Such  questions  as  the  tariff,  government  operation  of  railroads,  child  labor, 
labor  unions,  are  debated  and  discussed  in  class.  Special  emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  social  welfare  point  of  view  in  discussing  the  current  eco- 
nomic problems.     The  class  will  meet  twice  daily.     Nine  term-hours. 

25f.  A  study  of  the  development  of  Society.  Such  fundamental  insti- 
tutions as  the  home,  the  Church  and  the  State  will  receive  special  considera- 
tion.    The  class  will  meet  four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

EDUCATION  AND  PSYCHOLOGY 

EDUCATION 

If.  History  of  Education. — Beginning  with  the  early  Greek  type,  study 
of  each  era  is  made.  Special  study  is  given  to  Luther,  Comenius,  Locke, 
Rousseau,  Pestalozzi,  Hebart,  Froebel  and  Dewey.     A  theme  that  shows  a 
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comprehensive  grasp  of  the  subject  will  be  required  of  each  student.  The 
class  will  meet  four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

201fw.  Educational  Psychology. — This  is  a  study  of  the  learning  pro- 
cess in  the  light  of  educational  problems.  Much  of  the  work  will  be  the 
establishing  of  truths  through  experiments.  The  class  will  meet  eight  times 
a  week.     Six  term-hours. 

203w.  A.  Essentials  of  Tests  and  Measurements. — A  study  of  the  es- 
sential principles  of  tests  and  measurements,  including  the  following  topics: 
The  need  for  more  accurate  means  of  evaluating  educational  products, 
methods  of  devising  tests  and  scales,  standardization  of  tests,  the  administra- 
tion of  tests  and  their  uses;  the  development  of  intelligence  tests  and  the 
standardization  of  same,  scoring  of  tests  and  tabulation  of  results;  statis- 
tical treatment  of  results,  measures  of  central  tendency  of  a  group,  co- 
efficients of  correlation,  etc.  Prerequisite:  Junior  standing  or  Education 
201,  or  General  Psychology  202.  The  class  will  meet  four  times  a  week. 
Three-term  hours. 

104f.  A.  School  Hygiene. — Lectures,  reading,  visits,  reports  and  dis- 
cussions. A  discussion  of  the  general  principles  underlying  sanitary  school 
conditions  and  the  practical  application  of  the  same;  of  the  methods  of 
physical  and  mental  examinations  of  children  and  of  the  ordinary  school 
diseases  with  which  the  teacher  may  be  expected  to  have  some  familiarity. 
The  lectures  and  discussions  will  be  supplemented  by  observations  and  study 
of  conditions  in  the  schools  of  the  vicinity.  The  class  will  meet  four  times 
a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

202fw.  F.  General  Psychology. — A  study  of  the  main  facts  of  the  cen- 
tral nervous  system  and  sense  organs  as  a  foundation  for  the  science  of 
psychology.  Human  behavior  both  from  the  analytical  and  functional 
viewpoints;  the  three  aspects  of  consciousness,  viz.:  knowledge,  feeling  and 
action;  sensation  perception,  imagination,  memory,  apperception;  concep- 
tion, judgement  and  reasoning;  feelings,  emotions,  sentiments,  desires  and 
temperaments;  reflex  action,  instinctive,  habitual  and  rational  behavior; 
attention  and  the  concept  of  "The  Self."  The  class  will  meet  eight  times  a 
week.     Six  term-hours.   - 

ENGLISH 

If.  F.  Composition. — Form  work  will  be  emphasized  and  special  at- 
tention will  be  given  to  narration,  description  and  argumentation.  Both  oral 
and  written  exercises  will  be  expected.  The  class  will  meet  four  times  a 
week.     Three  term-hours. 

lw.  F.  Composition—  The  winter  term  work  is  a  continuation  of  the 
subjects  listed  under  English  If.  The  class  will  meet  four  times  a  week. 
Three   term-hours. 

Is.  F.  Composition. — A  continuation  of  English  lw.  Oral  and  writ- 
ten work.     Specimens   of   the  best   type   of  literature   will  be   studied   and 
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constant  use  of  the  reference  books  in  the  library  required.  The  class  will 
meet  four  times  a  week.    Three  term-hours. 

201f.  The  Drama. — This  is  a  survey  of  the  Drama,  culminating  in  the 
Elizabethan  Period  and  Shakespeare.  Prerequisite:  English  1.  The  class 
will  meet  four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

102.  The  Novel. — This  is  a  study  in  the  historical  development  of  the 
Novel.  A  broad  but  careful  survey  is  made,  and  note  books  are  required. 
Prerequisite:  English  1  and  2.  The  class  will  meet  four  times  a  week. 
Three  term-hours. 

GOVERNMENT 

lOlf.  American  Government. — A  course  in  the  fundamental  principles 
of  the  American  Government.  The  establishment  of  the  Constitution  and 
the  working  of  its  chief  provisions  will  be  the  main  topics.  The  class  will 
meet  four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

HISTORY 

lfws.  F.  History  of  Western  Europe. — A  general  survey  of  Western 
Europe  from  the  fall  of  Rome  down  to  the  present  time.  Special  emphasis 
will  be  laid  on  such  topics  as  the  development  and  decay  of  feudalism; 
the  influence  of  the  Church;  the  Renaissance;  the  reformation;  the  French 
revolution,  and  the  growth  of  nationalism  and  imperialism.  The  class  will 
meet  twice  daily.     Nine  term-hours. 

2f.  A  course  in  English  History  from  the  Norman  Conquest  to  the 
Revolution  of  1688.  The  rise  of  Parliament,  the  development  of  the  com- 
mon law,  the  struggle  for  royal  control  and  the  settlement  of  the  religious 
issue  will  receive  full  discussion.  The  class  will  meet  four  times  a  week. 
Three  term-hours. 

MATHEMATICS 

Candidates  for  either  the  A.B.  or  the  B.S.  degree  must  take  at  least 
nine  term-hours  of  College  Mathematics,  including  Analytical  Geometry. 
For  students  presenting  the  minimum  entrance  requirements  in  mathe- 
matics, the  nine  term-hours  must  consist  of  Mathematics  101,  104  and  106. 

Students  who  make  mathematics  their  major  subject  are  required  to 
take  at  least  twenty-seven  term-hours  in  College  Mathematics.  Those  who 
make  physics  or  chemistry  their  major  subject  are  advised  to  take  at  least 
nine  term-hours  in  analytic  geometry  and  calculus,  in  addition  to  the  mini- 
mum requirement  in  mathematics. 

lOlf.  F.  Solid  Geometry. — The  usual  topics  of  the  subject,  among 
which  are  studies  in  loci,  polyhedrons,  and  spheres.  Open  to  all  students 
presenting  one  unit  in  geometry.  Text:  Wentworth  and  Smith.  Class 
meets  four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

102.      F.      College   Algebra. — Algebraic   identities,    powers     and     roots, 
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logarithms,  functions  of  a  variable;  quadratic  equations  with  one  unknown, 
systems  of  linear  equations,  determinants,  non-linear  systems,  inequalities, 
complex  numbers.  Prerequisite:  Plane  geometry  and  algebra,  1M>  units. 
Text:     Skinner.     Class  meets  four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

104.  F.  Plane  Trigonometry. — The  use  of  the  tables  of  the  natural 
trigonometric  functions  and  of  logarithmic  functions  in  the  solution  of 
triangles;  emphasis  given  to  the  derivation  of  trigonometric  formulas  and 
the  proof  of  trigonometric  identities.  Attention  is  given  to  the  applica- 
tion of  navigation  and  surveying.  Text:  Bauer  and  Brooke.  The  class 
will  meet  four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

106.  F.  Plane  Analytical  Geometry. — A  development  of  the  notations 
of  co-ordinate  geometry.  Fundamental  problems  of  analytics.  Geometry 
of  the  straight  line  and  the  conic  sections.  Prerequisite:  Mathematics 
101  and  102.  Text:  Tanner  and  Allen.  The  class  will  meet  four  times  a 
week.     Three  term-hours. 

109.  Differential  Calculus. — Rules  for  differentiation;  application  of 
the  derivative;  maxima  and  minima;  differentials  and  rates;  indeterminate 
forms;  partial  differentiaton.  Prerequisite:  Mathematics  106.  Text: 
Granville  and  Smith.  The  class  will  meet  four  times  a  week.  Three  term- 
hours. 

A  student  may  take  any  one,  two  or  all  of  the  following:  Mathematics 
101,  102,  104. 

MODERN  LANGUAGES 
FRENCH 

lfws.  F.  Elementary  French  Grammar. — Reading,  conversation,  writ- 
ing. In  this  course  the  instructor  attempts  to  give  the  student  the  prin- 
ciples of  French  Grammar,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  French  verb  and 
a  start  at  reading  texts,  moderately  difficult,  as  well  as  an  ability  to  use 
conversational  phrases.  For  teachers  who  desire  to  review  or  for  those 
who  wish  to  begin  French.     The  class  meets  twice  daily.     Nine  term-hours. 

If.  F.  Elementary  French  Grammar. — This  course  consists  of  the 
first  term  of  the  course  listed  above.  It  is  a  review  of  the  main  topics  of 
grammar  and  affords  practice  in  reading  and  oral  work.  The  class  meets 
four  times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

Is.  F.  Elementary  French  Grammar. — This  course  consists  of  the  third 
term  of  the  course  listed  above.  It  is  a  review  of  the  main  topics  of  gram- 
mar and  affords  practice  in  reading  and  oral  work.  Prerequisite:  Fall 
and  winter  terms  of  French  1,  or  their  equivalent.  The  class  meets  four 
times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

2fws.  F.  Intermediate  French. — A  continuation  of  French  1,  reading 
advanced  texts  and  abundant  practice  in  conversation.  Advanced  composi- 
tion will  be  required.     The  instructor  aims  to  give  the  student  an  ability 
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to  read  easily  any  ordinary  French  and  to  talk  the  language.     Prerequisite: 
French  1.     The  class  meets  twice  daily.     Nine  term-hours. 

SPANISH 

lfws.  F.  Elementary  Spanish  Grammar. — Reading,  conversation,  writ- 
ing. In  this  course,  the  instructor  attempts  to  give  the  student  the  principles 
of  Spanish  Grammar,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Spanish  verb  and  a  start 
at  reading  texts,  moderately  difficult,  as  well  as  an  ability  to  use  conversa- 
tional phrases.  For  teachers  who  desire  to  review  or  for  those  who  wish  to 
begin  Spanish.     The  class  meets  twice  daily.     Nine  term-hours. 

If.  F.  Elementary  Spanish  Grammar. — This  course  consists  of  the 
first  term  of  the  course  listed  above.  The  class  will  meet  four  times  a  week. 
Three  term-hours. 

Is.  F.  Elementary  Spanish  Grammar. — This  course  consists  of  the 
third  term  of  the  course  listed  above.  It  is  a  review  of  the  main  topics  of 
grammar  and  affords  practice  in  reading  and  oral  work.  Prerequisite:  Fall 
and  winter  terms  of  Spanish  1  or  their  equivalent.  The  class  will  meet  four 
times  a  week.     Three  term-hours. 

2fws.  F.  Intermediate  Spanish. — A  continuation  of  Spanish  1.  Read- 
ing advanced  texts,  and  abundant  practice  in  conversation.  Advanced 
composition  will  be  required.  The  instructor  aims  to  give  the  student  an 
ability  to  read  easily  any  ordinary  Spanish  and  to  talk  the  language.  Pre- 
requisite:    Spanish  1.     The  class  will  meet  twice  daily.     Nine  term-hours. 

MUSIC 

The  Department  of  Music  provides  for  private  instruction  in  Piano, 
Voice,  Harmony,  Sight-Singing,  History  of  Music,  Musical  Appreciation  and 
Interpretation.  Credit  is  given  to  College  students  taking  this  work,  and 
credit  toward  a  Music  Certificate  is  given  for  all  work  in  the  department. 

Violin,,  Cornet,  Trombone,  and  all  Band  Instruments  are  taught,  and 
special  instruction  is  given  in  Directing  and  Organization. 

PHYSICS 

lfw.  F.  General  College  Physics. — A  course  in  the  fundamentals  of 
physical  science  laying  particular  stress  on  mechanics.  The  elementary 
theory  will  be  developed  in  class  and  the  results  applied  in  practical  labora- 
tory work.  Tests:  Millikan:  Mechanics,  Molecular  Physics,  and  Heat; 
Millikan  and  Mills:  Electricity,  Sound,  and  Light.  Lectures  and  recitations, 
five  hours  a  week;  laboratory,  eight  hours  a  week.    Ten  term-hours. 

101.  The  Teaching  of  High  School  Physics. — A  brief  course  for  those 
expecting  to  teach  physics  in  high  school,  emphasis  being  placed  on  experi- 
mental methods.  Prerequisites:  High  school  physics  and  mathematics. 
Lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  per  week.     Three  term-hours.

The  Centenary  College  Academy  is  the  preparatory  school  for  Cen- 
tenary College  with  separate  buildings  and  faculty.  Its  work  is  accredited

The  Summer  Session  of  the  Academy  will  be  held  June  16  to  August  16.

The  Academy  offers  instruction  in  all  high  school  subjects.  Students 
desiring  to  make  up  entrance  units  for  College  will  be  given  special  at- 
tention.
